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“PERUVIAN PRINCESS.” 


FATALLY SHOT LAST NIGHT BY 
A OBINESE HIGHBINDER. 


Ah Bing Calis Her to the Door of Her 


Cabin and Shoots Her Through the 
Breast—The Murderer Makes His 
Escape. 


The row which has been going on be- 
tween two factions in Chinatown for some 
nonths past over a Spanish-Chinese woman, 
‘known as the “Peruvian Princess,” culmi- 
hated last night in the murder of the 
woman by a notorious highbinder, known as 
Ah Hing, under peculiarly brutal circum- 
Btances. Threats have frequently been 
made against the woman, and a few weeks 
ago a Chinaman with whom she had been 
living assaulted her with a knife, but was 
arrested before he could do any harm, and 
locked up on acharge of assault to murder. 
The Chinaman was sent to jail to await 
trial, but succeeded in digging up 

and was released, when 
he at once returned to the 
woman’s house op Sanchez street, back of 
the Pico House, and again kicked upa 
row. The police were called, but the fel- 


low made his escape, and since then there 


has been no further open trouble, but the 
woman has never felt safe, and has often 
stated that she was afraid she would yet be 
murdered, as several highbinders sent 
word that they intended to make way with 
Last evening about 7 o’clock four 

istol shots fired in rapid succession were 
dard in the direction of the woman’s 
house, and Officer Bowler, who was stand- 
ing at the Pico House corner, started on a 
run for the place, arriving there ip about a 
minute from the time the shots were fired. 
Probably a dozen excited heathens were 
scampering toward the house and on going 
in the officer found the woman lying on 
the floor of her room, a diminutive cubby- 
hole, probably 8x8 feet, with her head 
inting toward the door, and bleed- 
ing prefusely from a wound in the left 
breast. She was picked up and placed on

He 
found that the woman had been shot in the 
left side, just over the breast, with a large 
caliber pistol, probably a 45, the bullet 
passing through the y, and coming out 
of the back just above the waist line, miss- 
ing the heart and inflicting a fatal wound. 
The ball then passed through the thin board 
partition, and was afterward found in the 
next room by Officer Bowler, and proved to 
be either of 44 or 45 caliber. While the ex- 
amination was going on, the Chinamen con- 
tinned to press into the house, and it was 
all that the police could do to keep a pass- 
age way clear, but not one of them had any- 
thing to say about who shot the woman, 
with the exception of one Ah Sam, who has 
just finished a term in the County Jail, and 
who insisted that he * y that Ah Hin 
was the man, and that had gone towar 
the depot after the shooting for the purpose 
of taking the train. He afterward went 
off with tective Russell to hunt up the 
murderer, who, he said, could be easily 
adentified. In the meantime, a Chinese 
physician had been called in, and after ap- 
plying some American patent pain killer” 
to the wounds, proceeded to plaster them up 
with something that looked like black putty, 
after which the woman was wrapped up in 
blankets until the arrival of a wagon, when 
she was removed to the police station 
Dr. Choate sent for.

THE DOG POUND. 
How Unfortunate Oanines Are 
Snuffed Out. 

The other day a Times representative 
visited the dog jail or pound,“ as it is 
called, and before he left the miserable den 
he saw enough to bring tears to the eyes of 
any average man. 

The pound is located in the river bed 
near the Kuhrts-street bridge, and is one of 


the filthiest holes in the city. 


The poor brutes are slaughtered every 
other day—that is those of them that can- 
not be disposed of by the dogcatcher and 
his assistants, They are either shot or 


placed in a big tub or tank, and the whole. 


thing is plun into water that completely 
covers it, The load of writhing, gasping 
creatures is left in the tank until every 
dog is stone dead. It is then lifted, and the 
carcasses are buried. — 
Probably the most interesting feature of 
this disreputable business is the manner in 
which dogs are captured, and the incen- 
tives that lead up to the proper pitch of 
energy which is required to made a good 
dog policeman. Thereisno fun and but 
little money in chasing poor miserable curs 
that have no homes and exist as best 
they can by begging and stealing. The 
office of poundkeeper,“ was invented for 
the apprehension of these miserable brutes, 
and the city government pays 50 cents for 
the execution of every one of them. But 
the dog police son discovered 
that there was more mone in 
bigger game, and the old “catcher” will 
pass a mangy cur any time to get his hands 
on a high-toned “doggie,” forhe knows 
that the master or mistress of the well-kept 
animal will give up $2 or $8 to keep the pet 
out of the pound. And then if the owner 
does not relieve the dog “peeler” of his 
charge he knows that he may have a chance 
to sell it to some one who is looking for a 
pretty d The dog-copper is constantly 
on the Wat¢h for a fine dog, and if the dog 
is silly} enough to come out ot his yard the 
catcher(Will nip him quicker than a flash,

If the owner happens to be a woman she 
will fight for her dog as long asshe has a 
nail hanging to her fingers or a particle of 
in her lungs. But the d. e. is used 
to it,and although he has been seen to 
drive away from such an engage- 
ment the worse for the encounter, no 
one can say truthfully that he ever 
saw the well-trained dog catcher 
leave his stereotyped smile at home. If he 
gets a valuable dog in his cart he locks the 
animal up in a separate yard from the com- 
mon curs. He then goes around among his 
customers and tells them what fine dogs he 
has that are on the market. 

A trip to the pound will soon convince 
any one that the dog law should be modifiea 
in some manner, for it-is hard to invent an 
office that is so full of cruelty as is that of 
pound-keeper. 

Dogs that have the good fortune to be re- 
served are sold at the pound for from $1.50 
to $6, and if the pound man can’t get his 

rice he will keep fine dogs a week or two 
fore killing them, but the scrub class of 
pups are killed off every other day. : 

The whole system is wrong and some- 
thing should be done by the authorities. 
Crueity to animals is something that they 
cannot afford to be charged with.

Inquest on His Child—Sent to Jail | di 


for 300 Days. 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest on the 
body of the Kolb child yesterday afternoon. 
Cnly one witness, Dr. D. Granville 
McGowan, who made the post-mortem ex- 
amination, being examined. The Doctor 
testified substantially to the facts published 
in Tue Times yesterday morning, that 
there were no external marks of violence, 
with the exception of two bruises that were 
not at all serious, and that death was 
caused from diphtheria, which was plainly 
shown by the autopsy. On this evidence 
the jury returned a verdict of death from 
natural causes, and the body will be rein- 
terred without further — 

Kolb, the father of the child, who pleaded 
guilty to the charge of cruelty, was brought 

fore Justice Austin yesterday morning. 
and was sentenced to pay a $300 fine or 
imprisoned in the County Jail 300 days, and 
in default of coin went to jail. Kolb denies 
that be ever struck the dead child while it 
was sick, and appears to be considerably 
broken up over the unfortunate affair. The 
worst feature of the whole business, how- 
ever, grows out of the fact that Kolb has a 
wife and three children living at the resi- 
dence on Center street. They have no 
means, and with the husband and father in 
jail and unable to make a support for them, 
‘they are liable to suffer to a certain extent, 
at least, even if they donot become a charge 
on the county.

OIL AND GAS. 


AN EFFORT TO FIND THAT BIG 
SYNDICATE. 


But Thus Far Without Very Decided 
Kesulte—Who Are the Los Angeles 
Members ?—A Sale of the Puente 
Wells Reported. 


The telegraphic columns of Tur Timxs 
yesterday morning contained quite a long 
dispatch from Pittsburgh tothe effect that 
agigantic scheme for the development of 
the California natural gas territory is now 
in progress. It was represented that the 
capitalists who are at the back of the move- 
ment are George Westinghouse, Jr., a Pitts- 
burgh millionaire, and the most prominent 
stockholder of the Fuel Gas and Electric 
Company, as well as a number of leading 
members of the Philadelphia Natural Gas 
Company. A number of prominent and 
wealthy residents of California, it was said, 
had taken stock in the new corporation, 
and the intention is to begin operations at 
once. The same company is to develop the 
oil-producing territory of California, but 
operations in that line will not be com- 
menced until the gas development is well 
under way. The territory in which ex- 
perts say plenty of this natural fuel is to be 
found is located in the southern portion of 
California, not far from Los Angeles. So. 
the story runs. 

“The gas is all in the dispatches, I am 
afraid,” said Lyman Stewart yesterday toa 
TIMES reporter when questioned about the 
natural- syndicate said to have been 
formed in the East. The Associatea Press 
dispatch above referred to was the subject 
of general comment ee business 
men throughout the city. Stewart 
stated that he had not known of any move- 
ment of the kind started for the immediate 
development of natural gas, and he could 
not conjecture the location ofa feld of 
operations, although it was announced to 
be inthe near vicinity of Los Angeles. His 
opinion was that nearly all those ge n 
in tne city known to take an active in st 
in the question were inclined to treat the 
genuineness of the enterprise with a large 
sized grain of allowance. 

William Lacy, upon being questioned 
disclaimed any knowledge of the matter, 
but said he had not much doubt tha? proper 
and systematic development would result in 
the hoped-for discovery. 

A gentieman well informed on the devel- 
opments and investigations so far made 
gave it as his opinion that, if there was 
anything in the announcement that the 
Westingnouses and others were interesting 
themselves in the natural- development 
in Southern California, their field of opera- 
tions would be in the region of the Puente 
oil wells. Hehad received some intima- 
tions that there was a movement in that 
direction. 

The secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was very busily making inquiries 
yesterday, trying to locate some of the 
wealthy and prominent Californians co- 
operating with the eastern capitalists in gas 
development, but they failed to materialize. 
He had talked with pretty nearly every 

ominent business man who would be 
ikely to know when such an important 
matter was undertaken, and, while they 
hoped it would be done, they knew abso- 
lutely nothing of the enterprise so circum- 
stantially detailed in the Press 
spatches. 

One gentleman was found who says he 
knows Ashburner, who is mentioned in con- 
nection with the enterprise. Ashburner 
was at one time connected with the geo- 
logical survey of Pennsylvania, and has the 
reputation of u th oing 
and gas man. 


A BIG DEAL. 


Reported Sale of the Puente Oil 
Wells for $700,000. 

A large deal is in process of consumma- 
tion, by which the Puente Oil Wells prop- 
erty will probably pass into the hands of a 
wealthy English syndicate. A TIMES re- 
porter learned yesterday that Messrs. Lacy 
and Ward, who now operate the wells, and 
by whose vigorous and intelli- 
gent efforts they have deen de- 


veloped to their present capacity, 
have had several offers for their property, 
in the past few months, but had not enter- 
tainedany of them until within the last 
few weeks. The ce which is ‘said to 
have been offered them is $700,000, and the 
gentlemen composing the syndicate are 
said to have exceptionally strong financial 
backing in London. The deal, which is 
one of the largest made recently in Los 
Angeles, and the largestin the oil-produc- 
ine regions of Southern California, has 
been kept very quiet, and is not officially 
announced yet. Indeed, William Lacy, 
when approac yesterday by a TIMES re- 
a in regard to the matter, declined to 
interviewed, only saying that he had 
received several offers for the property, and 
among them one within a short time past 
from the English syndicate referred to. It 
was learned that in one of the banks it was 
stated asa fact that the transaction had 
been completed; that there was no option 
taken for future fulfillment of obligations, 
but that the figures of $700,000 had been 
proposed and accepted as the price for the 
roperty, and that the new promoters woulda 
evelop the property for all it is worth.

A new objection is presented in the 
attitude of the Senate in reducing the 
tariff on sugar 50 per cent., and Mr.

This so-called winter weather, which 
comes as naturally as the sunrising to

Fish and Oysters for California. 


A representative of Tne Tres had 
an entertaining and instructive inter- 
view the other day with Col. Blanton 
Duncanof Kentucky (now a resident 
of this city), relative to fish and eastern 
oysters, and the feasibility of propa- 
gating the latter in Pacific waters. 
Col. Duncan, who is a man of affairs, 
possessed of wide reputation and ver- 
satile knowledge, has given the subject 
of pisciculture much thought and 
study, and is impressed with 
the idea that the eastern oyster 
can be planted and grown 
successfully in our waters, and 
thus be made to furnish cheap and de- 
licious food for thousands and even 
hundreds of thousands of people on the 
western slope, who now have to depend 
upon eastern importations for their 
supplies. 

The matter of seeking out and devel- 
oping new fishing banks in the Pacific 
has also been engaging the attention 
of the same gentleman, and he has 
succeeded in enlisting the atten- 
tion of the Government, through its 
Fish Commissioner ine Washington, in 
the enterprise. Already soundings 
have been made by a Government 
vessel, and important new fishing 
banks discovered in the ocean a hun- 
dred miles or so west of San Diego. 

The late Prof. Baird, Fish Com- 
missioner of the United States, took 
a most active and intelligent inter- 
est in the subject of fish culture, and 
did much towards increasing in Amer- 
ican waters this species of cheap food 
for the people, and we are glad to know 
that the subject has not been aban- 
doned by his successor in office. 

Col. Duncan’s talk, if written out 
and published, would be found very 
interesting and instructive, and THE 
Times will endeavor to fish an inter- 
view out of him on the subject.

Bismarck’s Recent Offer and Bay- 
ard'’s Keply. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] ‘The protocols of the official 
minutes of the conferences on Samoan 
affairs held in this city in 1887, together 


ject, were laid before Congress this after- 
noon. In his letter of transmittal Presi- 
dent Cleveland says that the Governments 
of Germany and Great Britain have con- 
sented to their publication. The first in- 
closure is a telegram from Minister Pendle- 
ton to Secretary Bayard, dated Berlin, Feb- 
ruary Ist, in which he says that the state 
ment made to Secretary Bayard by Count 
Arco Valley, announcing that the German 
Government has rebuked its officers for the 
declaration of martial law against foreign- 
ers had anticipated the statement he (Pen- 
dleton) had been instructed to make to the 
German Government. 

On February Ist Secretary Bayard wrote 
to Count Arco Valley, German Minister at 
Washington, acknowledging the receipt of 
this advice, and saying it was in advance of 
the verbal note the Count had read him 
that morning. 

BISMARCK’S PROPOSAL. 

The memorandum instructions of Prince 
Bismarck to the German Minister at Wash- 
ington, read by the latter to the Secretary 
of State February 4th, is as follows: 

The present situation in Samoa regard- 
ing the interests of the three treaty powers 
renders it necessary to renew the attempt to 
bring the future ef those islands to an un- 
derstanding. The position of the three 
treaty powers makes it their duty to stop 
this bloody combat, accompanied by the 
barbarous customs of those not numerous 
tribes, for whose welfare, accerding to the 
judgment of the civilized world, it is the 
duty of the treaty powers to proviae. Prince 
Bismarck, in consequence, considers it the 
duty of the participating governments to 
put an end, by agreement of the treaty 
powers. to the troubles which have origi- 
nated in Samoa, by the restitution of peace 
among the Samoans 8 and 80 
make an end of future bloodshed and 
the horrors of civil war conducted 
with barbarous cruelty among the natives. 
The best remedy seems to be a resumption 
of the consultation which took place in 1887 
at Washington. According to the equal 
rights of the treaty powers, it seems proper 
that the place for negotiations should 
change in regular turn, Lam directed to 
invite the Government of the United States 
to a conference regarding Samoa to take

I am 
directed to declare that any supposition 
that Germany would not feel satisfied with 
a neutral position in the Samoan Islands is 
unfounded, as we have already declared in 
the last conference that it was neither our 
intention to put in question the independ- 
ence of the island group nor equal rights of 
the treaty wers. We simply desire to 
create a condition which offers permanent 
security for bringing to an end bioodshed 
and decapitation, and which grants perma- 
nent safety to the commercial interests of 
the three treaty powers in Samoa.” 

THE PRESIDENT’S ACCEPTANCE. 

On February 5th the Secretary of State 
sent a communication to Count Arco Val- 
ley, stating that the President fully shares 
the desire expressed by the Prince Chan- 
cellor to bring the blessings of peace and 
order to the remote and feeble community 
of semi-civilized people inhabiting the 
islands of Samoa, and clearly recognizes the 
duty of the powerful nations of Christendom 
to deal with these people in a spirit of 
magnanimity and benevolence. “Un de- 
half ef the United States Government,“ 
continues the Secre “the President in- 
structs me to express hig acceptance of the 
proposal of the Government of Germany to 
resume the consultation suspended on the 
26th of July, 1857; such consultation to be 
renewed, as it was undertaken, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a lice and orderly 
stable government in the Samoan Islands 
on the basis of their recognized indebend- 
ence and the equal rights of the three treaty 
powers. The sooner this conference can be 
renewed the better. 

A TRUCE ASKED. 

“And in view of the late deplorable scenes 
of bloodshed which have been exhibited upon 
Samoan soil, entailing a deeply regretable 
loss to Germany, it appears essential that a 
truce should be forthwith proclaimed, and 
that further armed action should be ar- 
rested. As the assurance of Prince Bis- 
marck is that the pacification of the Samoan 
group and the occupation of a neutral posi- 
tion are his only objects, itis suggested in 
furtherance of the desired result et the con- 
ference that instrurtia to suspend bel- 
ligerent action and awalt the action of such 


the respective officers in Samoa by 
the three treaty-making powers. To 
continue to prosecute a war of destruc- 


vocation would surely not consist with the 
objects of any of the three powers. It is 
hoped, therefore, that orders of the nature 
indicaved will be forwarded to Samoa with- 
out delay. The announcementof the con- 
ference between the treaty powers, it is 
confidently expected, will at once cause a 
cessation of hostilities among the natives, 
and their speedy election of a king would 
certainly be a long step toward harmony. 
Except as the couditions May be changed 
by the election of a king by the natives, it 
is deemed essential that affairs in Samoa 
should remain in statu quo pending the 
conference.

THE PROTOCOLS, 


Negotiations That Failed Through 
Germany's Greed. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.] The protocol of the first con- 
ference shows that the German representa- 
tive set forth that Malietoa having notori- 
ously violated his treaty rights with 
Germany, and having but a small minority 
of followers among the natives, Tamasese 
having the support of the great majority, 
the election of a new King must take 
place. Then in order to secure peace and 
order in the islands a foreign representative 


| should be appointed as advisor to the King, 


and to act as a mandatory of the three 
treaty wers. He also suggested a re- 
newal of the principle of absolute equality 
ot the three powers on the islands, 
Secretary Bayard suggested a scheme for 


with a native legisiature, and for securing 
its independence and autonomy, including 
the acknowldgement of Malietoa as King 
and Tamasese a3 Vice-King. 

The English Government, through Sir 
Lionel Sackville-West, suggested an agree- 
ment — the treaty powers that one of 
them should, as the mandatory of the other 
two, act as advisor of the Samoan Govern- 
ment, and in view of the preponderance of 
German interests there, was willing to let 
Germany have the first term of five years. 

SACKVILLE SIDES WITH BISMARCK. 

At the second meeting there was a long 
discussion of the details of the Government 
to be created. Secretary Bayard consented 
to a new election, but insisted that it be a 
native election, free and unawed. Sir 
Lionel Sackville-West assented. 

Von Alvensleben inquired whether a cer- 
tain time should not be fixed within which 
the election should take place. It it should 
not take place within that time, then the 
three powers should agree upon a king. 

Bayard thereupon proposed to continue 
Malietoa in office, but West and Von Alven- 
sleben were in opposition. The latter also 
inquired whether the newly-elected king 
should not be approved by the powers, to 
which Bayard replied in the negative, in- 
sisting that there must be a free election. 

GERMANY’S GREED. 

Von Alvensleben then read a formal 
statement of the position of his Govern- 
ment, in which he says there is only one 
course left—to piace one foreign officer at 
the head of the administration and invest 
him with sufficient powers to take the 
measures required for the maintenance of 
peace and order, as well as for the prosper- 
ous development of commerce and inter- 
course. Germany, having the largest in- 
terests, should nominate the official. West 
assented to this. Bayard said the native 
government was to preserve its own exist- 
ence. 

Atthe fourth meeti Bayard said he 
had not the slightest desire to exercise any 
r over Germany aud Great 
ritain, but he did desire to see the native 
influence upheld by the three powers 
equally and for a common purpose. He de- 
sired also to adver t to the impertance of the 
practical neutralization of the islana. 

At the fifth meeting Bayara declared 
that the German pian would result in in- 
equality, which would grow larger, but 

est would not concede this point. 

HOW THE CONFERENCE ENDED. 
At the last session, that of July 26th, Mr. 
Bayard, in reviewing the German proposi- 
tion, said: “The plan, as proposed and ex- 
plained by Von Alvensleben is substantially 
a foreign autocratic government based on 
mercantile interests, and all experience has 
shown what must necessarily result from 
such an attempt, and that.under it the de- 
feat of the object we have all distinctly pro- 
posed, is certain. 1 do not see why we 
should not recognize at the outset and en- 
courage in Samoa a spirit of self-govern 
freedom and self-respect. Germany au 
the United States have heretofore given 
strong indication of their desire for this by 
their prompt disavowal of the arbitrary and 
unauthorized acts of their respective Con- 
suls (Steubel and Greenbaum), and it is 
noticeable that the conduct of foreigners 
has been the cause of more disorder and 
discontent in Samoa than any spontaneous 
action of the natives. Would it not, there- 
fore, be well for us to adjourn the confer- 
ence until autumn, and thus give time to 
the Ministers of Germany and Great Britain 
to submit the protocols to their respective 
1 in order that instructions may 

received by them of a more definite 
character, by the aid of which we may be 
enabled to come to an agreement?” Bay- 
ard’s proposition was agreed to.

When the little girl was dis- 
covered today a friend was dispatched to 
the asylum to bring the father home, in the 
hope that the sight of his child would re- 
store his mind, it being weak only on that 
subject. mond arrived this evening, 
and the judgment of the physicians was not 
at fault. When he discovered his child he 
was overcome with joy, lifting har in bis 
arms and kissing her a hundred times. His 
sanity was restored. 

The little girl was taken to the Home for 
the Friendless last month by an officer of 
the Humane Society. She had been with a 
family named Guriey, living on Seventy- 
first street, passing for their child. Gurley 
had frightfully maltreated her, compolling 
her to do hard work about the house, and 
beating her nearly every day.

THAT SECRET ORDER. 


Why Lllicit Sealers Were Not Seized 
in Bering Sea, 

New York, Feb. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A Washington special to the Post 
says the investigation before the Hotse 
Committee on Marine and Fisheries, rela- 
tive to orders given the commander of the 
revenue cutter Rush last summer, is pretty 
certain to result in a revival of agitation as 
te jurisdiction over Bering Sea. 

lt appears that the captain of the Rush

From other sources it is ascertained that 
the order was that while the vessel was to 
continue its original cruise in Alaskan 
waters, ostensibly for the 12 of pre- 
venting the illicit capture of seals, no seiz- 
ure should made of either British or 
American vessels. 

Last season, it is also statea, the British 
Minister was privately informed that no 
seizure would made. The information 
was circulated privately also in Canada, as 
a result of which a large number of Cana- 
dian sealers made a profitable catch of seals 
in Bering Sea last season.

W.ASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The computations made by the 
treasury experts upon the probable effects 
of the Senate Substitute Tariff Bill reached 
the Committee on Ways and Means today, 
and were immediately sent to the printer.

RIOTING IN ROME. 


Unemployed Workmen Wrecking 
Property—Fichts with Police. 

Rome, Feb. 8.—[By Cable and the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Fears recently enter- 
tained by the authorities that an outbreak 
would occur among the thousands of unem- 
ployed men in this city were realized today. 
This morning a great crowd of unemployed 
workingmen assembled and marched 
through the Via Condotta and other streets 
of the city, blackening shop fronts as they 
went, and in some cases entering stores and 
carrying of whatever plunder they could 
secure.
